I have  tlie  honour  to  ))rcscnt  niy  fourth  Annual  Keport  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Hnral  District  of  Cuekfield  for 
the  year  15)87. 


STATISTICS. 

The  Crude  Death  Date  is  12.87.  and  this  fijjure.  when  adjusted, 
"ives  a corrected  Death  Date  of  lO.d  t,  which  compares  with  5».H  for  the 
previous  year  and  with  12.t  for  Entrland  and  Wales. 

With  reijjard  to  the  deaths  that  occurred  durinfi:  the  year,  it  is 
interestiuff  to  note  that  the  mean  a^e  at  death  is  87.7.  'riiis  does  not 
mean,  however,  that  this  fijriire  is  the  ex])eetation  of  life  for  a child  horn 
in  this  District,  as  the  fissure  for  the  two  only  coincide  in  a stationary 
])opulation  unaffected  by  mijirration  in  which  the  births  ecpial  the  number 
of  deaths. 

Heart  and  ('irenlatory  Diseases  are  res))onsible  for  +(5  per  cent, 
of  all  deaths.  The  majority  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  80 
years  of  ai;e  (H8  per  cent.),  the  averajie  age  of  those  who  clied  from  this 
cause  being  75. 

The  high  death  rate  from  Heart  Disease  is  therefore-  not  alarming, 
rather  the  reverse.  People  have  to  die  of  something,  and  a high  death 
rate  from  this  disease  over  80  years  of  age  is  rather  an  indication  of  good 
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(‘Oinminiity  licallli,  us  pco])le  are  not  now  dyin^  to  the  same  extent  from 
what  might  be  ealled  preventable  diseases.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  tlie  Caneer  death  rate,  wliieli  is  1.5.  more  jjeople  living  to  the  age 
when  caneer  {dTeets  them  than  rormerly. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  no  deaths  oeeiirrcd  during  tlie  year 
from  Ty])hoid  Fever,  Scarlet  Fevei’,  Diphtheria  or  Measles.  For  the 
second  year  in  succession  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  nil. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  34.8,  as  compared  with  58  for  the 
country  as  a whole. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I reported  fully  on  the  great  sueecss 
of  the  cam])aign,  resulting  in  90  per  cent,  of  the  children  attending  the 
Elementary  Schools  being  immunised  against  Diphtheria.  The  children 
who  received  the  injections  were  Schick  Tested  chiring  the  present  year, 
and  it  was  found  that  98.2  were  negative,  that  is  to  say  were  protected. 
Those  who  were  found  to  be  still  positive  received  a further  injection, 
in  order  to  confer  the  necessary  immunity.  It  is  proposed  to  offer  every 
year  free  facilities  to  those  children  not  immunised,  in  order  to  keej)  uj) 
or  even  increase  the  percentage  of  children  protected. 

During  the  year  only  four  eases  of  Diphtheria  occurred,  none  of 
these  eases  having  been  immunised,  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if 
over  a period  of  years  the  number  of  cases  remain  low. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

A considerable  amount  of  the  work  of  the  De])ai'tment  is  given 
to  the  improvement  and  supervision  of  the  Milk  Supply.  There  arc  201 
Dairy  Farms  in  the  District,  and  milk  production  is  the  most  important 
industry,  approximately  0,()()0  gallons  being  ju'odnecd  daily.  This  milk 
supplies  the  needs  of  the  area  and  also  the  needs  of  several  large  towns 
outside  the  District. 

It  is  ^'ery  important  therefore  to  safeguard  the  health  of  the 
community  by  adcc^uately  supervising  the  production  of  milk. 

The  steps  taken  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Inspection  of  all  Dairy  Farms,  both  at  early  morning  and  at 
afternoon  milking  time,  to  ensure  that  the  methods  employed 
ai’c  satisfactory.  Where  methods  can  be  improved,  advice  is 
given  verbally  or  by  letter,  depending  on  eircaimstances.  In 
this  connection,  1,035  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the 
year,  including  200  inspections  at  early  morning  milking  time. 
Although  both  ordinary  and  accredited  producers  were  visited, 
more  attention  was  given  to  the  former. 
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111  iuldition  to  the  methods  cmjiloyed,  the  structural  conditions 
of  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  arc  noted,  and  during  tlie  year  con- 
siderable improvements  were  ctTeeted  in  this  direction,  details 
of  which  will  he  found  on  ])age  25  of  this  Uejiort. 

(2)  The  taking  of  samjiles  of  milk  for  a bacteriological  analysis. 
All  samples  were  examined  at  the  laboratory  of  the  South-Eastern 
Agricultural  College,  the  tests  employed  being  the  bacterial  count, 
the  presence  or  absence  of  eoliform  organisms  and  the  methylene 
blue  reductase  test.  In  all,  22Ji  samples  were  taken  for  this 
))ur])ose. 

Producers  are  informed  of  the  result  of  each  sample,  and  when 
unsatisfaetory  results  are  obtained  further  visits  and  samples 
arc  taken  w'ith  a view  to  effecting  im])rovements. 

The  bacterial  count  has  been  severely  criticised  owing  to  alleged 
divergence  of  results,  but  my  experience  has  been  that  it  is  a 
more  reliable  index  of  methods  than  the  methylene  blue  test. 
Reference  is  made  below  to  the  organisation  of  a Clean  Milk 
Competition,  and  in  this  eom])etition  the  ])roducers  who  were 
taking  every  care  were  never  found  to  have  counts  of  over  1 (),()()(), 
showing  that  this  alleged  divergence  of  counts  did  not  occur  as 
far  as  these  producers  wen'  concerned. 

(It)  The  taking  ol“  samples  from  individual  cows  for  the  sedimenta- 
tion test.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  arc  supplied  with  the  necessary 
outfit,  and  carry  out  this  test  on  the  farm,  439  samples  being 
taken  during  the  year.  The  object  of  this  test  is  to  find  out 
if  a cow  is  excreting  pus  in  the  milk,  and  by  this  test  35  cows 
were  found  to  be  doing  so,  a percentage  of  about  8 per  cent. 
This  docs  not  mean  that  8 per  cent,  of  the  cows  in  the  District 
arc  excreting  pus,  as  the  examinations  were  carried  out  because 
of  a ])rcvious  sample  from  the  hcril  having  a low  bacterial  count 
and  failing  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  test  or  for  some  other 
special  reason.  'Tlic  information  that  a cow  is  excreting  pus  is 
passed  on  to  the  County  Council,  who  arrange  for  a V'eterinary 
()fficcr  to  examine  the  animal.  In  the  cases  mentioned  the 
Veterinary  Officer  confirmed  in  31.  four  being  due  to  tuberculosis, 

(4)  The  organisation  of  a Clean  Milk  Competition,  with  the  object 
of  educating  and  encouraging  producers  in  the  })rochiction  of  clean 
milk,  and  also  to  interest  the  general  public  as  to  how  milk  is 
being  produced  at  the  ])resent  time.  The  ad\  antages  of  milk  as 
a food  cannot  be  stressed  too  much,  and  it  is  very  important 
that  the  public  should  know  the  care  that  is  now  being  taken  in 
its  production  compared  with  several  years  ago.  A eamj)aign  of 
this  kind  may  be  looked  u|K)n  as  an  excellent  form  of  health 
education. 

The  Competition  was  held  from  April  to  Sej)tcmber,  marks 
being  awarded  at  inspection  visits  and  for  the  results  of  milk 
analyses. 
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(5)  The  analysis  ol'  all  ])rivate  water  su])))lies  to  dairy  farms.  Tlie 
im])()rtanee  of  securing  pure  water  sup))lics  was  realised  following 
the  re|)ort  o(‘  the  investigation  into  the  large  outbreak  of  Typlioitl 
Fever  which  oeeuri-ed  at  Jionrneniouth  and  adjoining  districts 
in  The  cause  of  this  outbreak  was  the  inl'cetiou  Ijy  typhoid 

organisms  of  a stream  at  which  cattle  drank,  and  so  infected 
the  milk  su])])ly. 

It  was  fount!  in  this  District  that  9]  dairy  Carms  derived  their 
water  su])plies  from  private  supjdics,  and,  when  analysed,  51  were 
found  to  be  unfit  for  dairy  and  domestic  })ur))oses. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  27  of  these  had  been  remedied  either 
by  reconditioning  the  existing  well,  sinking  a nt'w  M-eil,  or  by 
obtaining  a main  supply.  The  remainder  are  being  remedied 
during  the  |)rescnt  year. 

From  the  jniblie  health  point  of  view,  I regard  this  as  being  one 
of  the  most  important  works  carried  out  by  the  Dej^artment  during  the 
year. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

In  my  Report  to  the  Council  on  this  subject.  I jiointed  out  that  a 
public  health  service  cxnild  by  its  activities  remedy  or  improve  unsatis- 
factory conditions,  but  that  health  education  also  played  an  im])ortant 
part  in  improving  the  mode  of  living  of  the  individual. 

It  was  suggested  to  the  Council  that  a Health  Week  be  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  Cuckfield  Urban  and  the  Burgess  Hill  Urban  District 
Councils.  The  Council  agreed  to  the  suggestion,  and  resolved  to  hold 
the  Health  Week  in  the  Spring  of  1!)88. 

The  object  of  holding  a Health  Week  is  to  inform  the  public  of 
the  health  services  available  for  the  prevention  and  cure  of  disease  and 
to  foster  health  consciousness  in  the  individual.  This  may  be  looked 
upon  as  a form  ol'  insurance,  as  from  the  I'inaneial  ]>oint  of  view  alone 
a Local  Authority  will  save  money  if  fewer  ])cople  have  to  be  treated  for 
disease  in  .Municipal  and  Infectious  Disease  Hospitals. 

It  is  not  cafey  to  measure  the  res\ilts  of  health  education  in  a District, 
and  it  is  not  ])ossiblc  to  do  so  over  a short  ]X'riod  of  time.  It  will  not 
be  dis])uted  that  eoni])arcd  with  say  one  hundred  years  ago  there  has 
been  great  ])rogress  in  the  knowledge  of  the  ))e()})le  concerning  health, 
and  tliere  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  knowledge  has  hel|>ed  considerably 
in  reducing  the  mortality  and  sickness  from  a large  number  of  diseases. 

Another  form  of  health  education  was  to  eireularisc  all  bakers, 
pointing  out  the  desirability  of  wrapping  bread.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  from  the  hygienic  point  of  view  all  loaves  shoukl  be  wrapped  and 


delivered  in  this  state  to  the  eonsunier.  The  l)akcrs  pointed  out  that 
this  would  entail  extra  cost,  and  the  inerease  would  have  to  be  borne 
by  the  eonsunier.  It  is  lioped  in  time  the  |)ulilie  will  see  tlie  advantage 
of  having  bread  wrapped,  and  when  that  time  comes  will  d(*mand  it. 

During  the  year  I had  the  honour  of  lu'ing  a])pointed  to  represent 
the  Rural  Distriet  ('ouneils  Association  on  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Ediieation. 


STAFFING  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT. 

During  the  year  I submitted  a full  llejiort  to  the  Council  on  the 
amount  of  work  it  was  possible  for  the  Dc])artment  to  carry  out  with 
the  existing  staff  of  two  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  for  the  need  of  apjioint- 
ing  a third  Sanitary  Inspector  if  the  work  were  to  be  carried  out  projierly 
and  effieiently.  I jiointed  out  with  regard  to  housing  that  in  distriets 
where  insufficient  housing  insjiections  were  carried  out  the  owners  were 
liable  to  allow  their  houses  to  deteriorate,  with  the  result  that  when 
inspected  these  houses  are  found  to  be  in  such  a condition  that  they 
cannot  be  repaired  at  a reasonable  cost  and  have  to  lie  demolished  ; 
also  that  several  houses  in  this  District  had  been  represented  as  being 
unfit,  but  if  they  had  been  inspected  several  years  ago  would  havT  then 
been  made  fit,  and  woukl  not  now  have  to  be  represented. 

The  Council,  after  carefully  considering  the  Report,  decided  to 
appoint  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector.

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tlie  District  as  a whole  is  well  supjjlied  with  j^ood  water.  The 
Mid-Sussex  .loint  Water  Hoard  supjdies  the  Parishes  of  Lindfield,  Ardiiigly, 
Haleoinbe.  ('iiekfield,  Slaufrham.

The  Parishes  o(‘ Worth  and  West 
lloathly  are  su])])licd  by  the  Council,  who  ])urchase  the  water  in  bulk 
from  tiie  East  Surrey  Water  Company.  In  the  Parish  of  Newtimber 
the  su])ply  is  obtained  from  shallow  wells  and  s]:)rings,  this  being  the 
only  Parish  in  the  District  where  there  are  no  water  mains. 

Chemieal  and  bacteriological  analyses  are  taken  from  each  of  th(j 
six  public  sup])Iies  every  three  months.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  samples 
taken  by  the  Undertakings  themselves,  who  take  these  about  once  per 
month.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Undertakings  for  an 
interehange  of  eo])ies  of  rejjorts. 

In  every  ease  during  the  year  the  water  was  re})orted  on  as  being 
satisfactory. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  was  given  to  the  examination  of 
pri\ate  supplies,  173  samples  being  taken  for  analysis.  Of  these,  78 
were  found  to  be  unfit,  details  being  given  below. 

New  extensions  during  the  year  include  a supply  to  Hassocks 
Homes,  Sayers  Common,  Ardingly,  Lindfield  Rui'al,  Slaugham  and 
Cueklield  Rural  ; *2,(J()()  yards  being  put  down  during  the  vear.

During  the  year  it  has  been  found  possible  to  carry  out  100  per 
cent,  inspection  of  animals  slaughtered  in  14  slaughterhouses  within 
the  area.
